Moderation League 

Meeting At Chauvin 

The opening meeting of the liquor 
referendum campaign was held in 
Chauvinlast Saturday night by a pub¬ 
lic meeting addressed by speakers 
from the Moderation League . 

The chair was occupied by Major H. 
Strachan, V.C., who briefly intror- 
duced the visitors. 

Mr. B. C. Thompson of Calgary 
was the first speaker. He said that 
the Moderation League was organized 
to carry cjlause “D” on the ballot 
pper. In the League Were men of all 
shades of politics. He outlined the 
history of the Liquor Act, stating that 
the present state of things was en- 
irely different from the original pro¬ 
posals. Hehad voted to abolish the 
bars but it was now the duty of each 
individual to determine in his own 
mind whether or not prohibition had 
been a success after seven years. He 
also urged that everybody get out and 
see that their names were placed upon 
the voters list, and that a special ef¬ 
fort be made to get the silent vote 
to the poll. 

Mr. A. L. Giroux of Edmonton 
stated that this was his second visit 
to Chauvin and recalled his visit to 
the St. John Celebration in 1917. The 
present question was one of political, 
welfare of the country.^ Emphasiz¬ 
ing the moral side of the issue he 
said that to drink liquors was not a 
sin, and the law of the country should 
not make it a crime. We cannot 
sterilize society from temptation 
Prohibition had never been successful, 
China tried prohibition 3000 years ago 
and bred worse evils—she had given 
the world opium.. Prohibition in 
Turkey was likewise a failure, as 
witness her atrocities in Armenia her 
slaughter of women and children 
throughout recent times until the re¬ 
cent despicable behaviour in Smyrna 
Womens status in Turkey and Moroc¬ 
co under a prohibition regime was 
very low and undesirable.. 

From the economic viewpoint pro¬ 
hibition had been a failure in Alberta 
we now had stagnation and emigra¬ 
tion the government had cut down 
grants to schools discharged 20 school 
inspectors, had no money to build 
roads, increased taxation and paid fat 
salaries to legislators. In B. C. a sur¬ 
plus of a million and a half had been 
applied to roads and education. 
Whilst in Quebec, which had the least 
debt of any province in Canada, they 
had the lowest rate of taxation, and 
derived four million dollars from the 
sale of liquors—seventy per cent of 
\ which was consumed in prohobition 
areas. The consumption of liquor in 
Quebe c decreased seventeen per 

cent. He quoted the blue of laws 
in eastern states had prohibited, a per¬ 
son brom bathing from November to 
March without a doctor’s prescrip; 
tion; and the law that ducked the gos¬ 
siping woman; and forecasted that 
the present prohibition blue law would 
suffer the same fate as these pre¬ 
decessors. 

Col. W. A. Weaver opened his 
speech by referring proudly to the re¬ 
cord attained by the “C” squadron of 
the Alberta Dragoons. They had es¬ 
tablished a record second to none in 
Western Canada. Personal liberty ha u 
been fought for during the past cen- 
uries. by French and British alike, 
and had only been obtained at cost 
of great sacrifice. In the past war 
60,000 live s had been spent to attain

(Continued from preceding column) 
personal liberty, and to prevent us be¬ 
ing compelled to practise the Prussian 
goose step.. No nation became great 
that prohibited personal liberty. Pro¬ 
hibition was a restriction of personal 
liberty. Our friends the prohibition¬ 
ists, he added, are fond of quoting 
figures favorable to their contentions. 
They cited crime has decreased seven 
per cent in Alberta, but did not state 
that there is an increase in dry Sas¬ 
katchewan, whilst in terrible B. C., 
there has been a decrease, not of sev¬ 
en per cent, but of twenty-one per 
cent.
